Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner Peace discussed possible amendments to claim 27, 
namely the inclusion of the limitations of either claim 40 or claim 44 into claim 27, that could distinguish claim 27 as a 
optical fiber cleaver, instead of a generic cleaver. As explained to Ms. Kelley, the Office views claim 27 as a generic 
cleaver, since limitations following the phrase "configured to" are not given patentable weight, as they describe the 
intended use of the cleaver and do not impart additional structure to the cleaver. Agreement as to the possible 
amending of claim 27 was not reached, as Ms. Kelley wished to confer with the Inventor before a decision regarding 
the possible amendment to claim 27 is made. . 
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
